Essen, Jan, l l . — French troops en­ 
tered Essen at 9 o’clock this morning, 
encountering no resistance. 
Blue clad cavalry appeared at the 
outskirts of Essen-Bredeny, suburb of 
this city, a few m inutes before the 
hour. 
Three tanks sent on ahead y es­ 
terday. wich had squatted like huge 
toads at the cross roads all night came 
suddenly to life and lead the m ardi 
into the city proper. 
Other cavalry converged on Essen 
by several roads. 
Then cam e infantry spreading out 
gradually to north and south to form 
the jaw s of the trap of steel that is to 
hold this rich industrial center while 
France collects. 
There w as no trouble this morning 
as the horizon blue of the first poilus 
showed in the outskirts and none was 
ant icipated. 
The citizens of Essen are preparing 
a protest to the United States and 
strict prohibition is to be enforced. 
Otherwise, life will go on as normally 
a s the Germans can m ake it. 
The army that had marched before 
day break cam e rapidly on into Essen. 
Along the line of march as the first 
cavalry passed, other tanks that had 
lain in wait rumbled into the proces­ 
sion. There w ere numbers of them on 
the road from Kettwig to Bredeny, 
As the French troops swung east­ 
ward through the lifting fog. the col­ 
um ns passed stolid German team sters 
puffing on their pipes, driving to their 
farm s or to market, displayed only 
mild curiosity at the sight of the ad­ 
vance Franeh hosts. 
The French cavalry m en were gay 
as they pranced through Kettwig, their 
picked charges trotting over the heavy 
cobblestones. 
They 
chanted 
little 
snatches of son gs and their pennants 
fluttered gaily in the morning sun. 
Tile long blue line on its eastward 
march wound around the steep hair­ 
pin turns of sharp hills, above the 
Buhr river, then dropped down to the 
fiats along the banks and into Kett- 
wig. 
The path ran straight before them 
into Bredeny. 
The first of the cavalry that reached 
the outskirts of Essen was in three 
sections, with outposts ahead to stir 
the tanks to action and pass the word 
to the countryside that the French 
w ere coming. 
A utomobiles filled with officers sped 
past the colum ns when the long lines 
reached the top of the hill at Bre­ 
deny. 
Then the line of march was 
along the Essen street railway line.

To Punish Germany for Reparations 
D efaults 
Paris, Jan. l l . — France, backed by 
Belgium , took the first step today to 
punish Germany for reparations de­ 


faults. 
A little French army, sm all in num 
hers, but equipped as no war machine 
ever was before, moved into the rich 
Buhr valley and occupied territory in 
the heart of the coal mining region. 
With infantry.*cavalry, tanks, field 
pieces and airplanes thrown into a 
steel trap around the wealthy indus 
trial city of Essen as a guarantee of 
German good behavior, French engi 
neers will now supervise the mining 
and distribution of Germany’s coal. 
Word cam e back from the army of 
occupation headquarters that French 
troops which had gone forward from 
Dusseldorff before dawn had reached 
Essen without incident. 
An advance guard of cyclists, artil­ 
lery and armored ta rs and machine 
guns entered the city. 
The main body 
of troops and artillery spread north 
and south, surrounding it.

Two of the missives con ­ 


tained a strand of rope designated as 


a "hangman’* noose.” 


The letters were received My It. T. 
Poole, Herrin real estate dealer; Ii. 
O. Greer, former mayor of Herrin, 
and George Harrison, and George Nel­ 
son, farmers. 
Poole, who testified he 
saw 
Lee 
Marin and Percy Hall, two of tile de­ 
fendants, In the “death march" through 
the streets of Herrin June 22, received 
the first letter. 
it was left on the front porch of his 
horn**. 
Beside ii 
was a heavy rope, 
four fe**t long and an inch in circum ­ 
ference. 
The rope was tied In a slip 
knot. 
“I heard you testify in the court 
ho u se ,” the letter said, 
"Unless you 
go back there and testify you lied look 
out for your life. 
We don’t need any 
damned 
like you in H errin /’ 
The other letter! were similar, W. 
Middtekauff, assistant attorney gener­ 
al, declared. 
"The substance of all of them was to 
wain the witnesses that if they did 
not go before the jury and say they 
lied they would be killed 
or 
their 
home* blown up." 
The letter and rope 
received 
by 
Pooie were turned over to the United 
Press by Mrs. Poole. 
The letter w as scribbled in pencil 
and badly misspelled. 
There was no 
signature. 
A large drawing of skull 
and cross bones was inscribed at the 
bottom of the page. 
"We have been alarmed ever since 
finding these on our front porch," Mrs. 
Poole said. 
"My husband is insulted 
on 
the 
streets and his business has dropped 
off to practically nothing. 
I never leave the house without be­ 
ing the object of insulting remarks by 
neighbors." 
Greer ow ns a grocery store in Her­ 
rin, and declared since testifying bis 


business has suffered from u general 
boycott. 
Harrison, who testified to seeing one 
of the defendants fleeing 
from

woods where four bodies were later 
found, received two letters.

CONSTANTINE I DIED 


TODAY IN PALERMO; 


TWICE GREEK KING 


CEREBRAL 
HEMORRHAGE WAI 
THE CAUSE OF HIS DEATH 
AT PALERMO 


HE WAS ONE OF THE MOST DRA­ 
MATIC FIGURES OF GREAT 
WAR

Home, Jan. l l . -Constantine I. twice 
king of Greece, twice driven to exile, 
died today at Palermo. 
Tim former monarch, recently over­ 
thrown My 
revolutionaries following 
the crushing defeat of forces in his 
ambition 
to 
capture 
Constantinople 
from the Turks, was spending the win­ 
ter at the Italian report, awaiting op­ 
portunity to return once more to hia 
country. 
Cerebral 
hemorrhage 
caused 
the 
death. 
His wife, Sophia, sister of the 
ex German emperor, was with him. 
It was lier Influence that drove Con­ 
stantine on in hia ambitioua plana for 
conquest aud restoration of the an­ 
cient kingdom of the Hellenes and hia 
final overthrow. 
Worry, following the defeat of hia 
army by the Turks, the collapse of his 
government and tile exec ution of his 
cabinet members by the revolution­ 
aries, lead to th** hemorrhage of the 
brain which ca aa ad his death. 
Constantine, whose nick name 'T i­ 
ne)*’ was world famous, was one of the 
most dramatic* figures of the great 
war. 
Urged by his wife, he engaged In 
pro-German plots which resulted In 
VenlzoloH. bucked by the allies, throw­ 
ing him out of power. 
Greece Joined 
the allies. 
But Constantine, exiled, bided his 
time and awaited the opportunity to 
return. 
Finally the people by their 
vote announced they wanted him as 
king and lie came back. 
His entry 
into Athens on the occasion was one 
of the most spectacular sights ever 
witnessed by thut historic city. 
Tile king rode the crest of the wave 
of triumph which lead him to believe 
Greece could conquer th© Turks and 
regain th** ancient Hellenic lands held 


by the Moslems. 
He Instituted war, went to the front 
and encouraged his troops and start­ 
ed an army for Angora. 
T h e n lie returned to Athens and 
awaited results. 
The Turks launched 
i counter-attack and Constantine, sit­ 
ting Iii His palace received dispatch af­ 
ter dispatch announcing military dis­ 
inter.

Blue clad cavalry appeared at the 
outskirts of Essen-Bredeny, suburb of 
this city, a few minutes before the 
hour. Three tanks sent on ahead yes­ 
terday, wich had squatted like huge 
toads at the cross roads all night came 
suddenly to life and lead the march 
into the city proper. 
Other cavalry converged on Essen 
by several roads. 
Then came infantry spreading out 
gradually to north and south to form 
the jaws of the trap of steel that is to 
hold this rich industrial center while 
France collects. 
There was no trouble this morning 
as the horizon blue of the first poilus 
showed in the outskirts and none was 
anticipated. 
The citizens of Essen are preparing 
a protest to the United States and 
strict prohibition is to be enforced. 
Otherwise, life will go on as normally 
as the Germans can make it. 
The army that had inarched before 
day break came rapidly on Into Essen. 
Along the line of march as the first 
cavalry passed, other tanks that had 
lain in wait rumbled into the proces­ 
sion. There were numbers of them on 
the road from Kettwig to Bredeny. 
As the French troops swung east­ 
ward through the lifting fog, the col 
limns passed stolid German teamsters 
puffing on their pipes, driving to thei 
farms or to market, displayed only 
mild curiosity at the sight of the ad 
Vance Franch hosts. 
The French cavalry men were gay 
as they pranced through Kettwig, thei 
picked charges trotting over the heavy 
cobblestones. 
They

snatches of songs and their pennants 
fluttered gaily in the morning sun. 
The long blue line on its eastward 
march wound around the steep hair 
pin turns of sharp hills, above the 
R uhr river, then dropped down to the 
flats along the banks and into Kett 
wig.

The first of the cavalry that reached 
the outskirts of Essen was in three 
sections, with outposts ahead to stir 
the tanks to action and pass the word 
to the countryside that the French 
were coming. 
Automobiles filled with officers sped 
past the columns when the long lines 
reached the top of the hill at Bre­ 
deny.

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AIDING THE BOY’S SELF-EXPRESSION

THE boy brob tam is not the problem to the l>oy that it 
is 
t j 
. is elders who (U> not understand hon. 
Thereiore, during recent 
years, in which a good deal of attention has been 
given 
to the 
study of boy life, men have come to teatime that boys are best help­ 
ed not by forcing them along certain fixed roads but by directing 
them in the roads they instinctively choose. 
Unless the nature of the lx>y is understood those who are re­ 
sponsible for his training are apt to think of his viewpoint as sim ­ 
ilar to their own. 
This is a m -take. 
The boy does not think in 
the same way as the man, and the boy him self is a changing indi­ 
vidual who is affected by different influences at different periods of 
his life. 
Carl Zapfre gave a splendidly clear statement of I he growth of 
the boy, and the influences that play upon his life during its differ­ 
ent periods, at a m eeting of the W hittier Parent Teachers associa­ 
tion on Tuesday evening. 
He showed the respective values of thes * 
influences and indicated that the two influences that take a high 
place in,the boy s training and development and remain with him, 
influencing him through the years, are the gang and the hero in­ 
fluences. 
Because this is true some organization must la* found 
that will allow the i/oy to express him self within an orderly group, 
he being led by his natural instinct to be one of the 
gang. 
The 
boy’s hero worship is closely related to the gang instinct, and his 
hero is likely to be one o f the gang, with the result that his life is 
influ viced for good or ill through his choice of his hero. 
The Rotary clubs have taken upon them selves the task of aid­ 
ing the boy in his self-expression, and 1he men of these clubs could 
not have chosen a more Ii ipeful or rewarding task. 
These clubs 
clo not attem pt to solve all pi. 'Morns at once but stay by a work that 
they have taken up. 
This is a commendable rule, and the boys of 
Brainerd are to be offered the chance of self-expression through 
the boy scout movement which will have the enthusiastic backing 
of the Brainerd Rotary club. This will afford the to g a o f the cite 
an opportunity of solf-t-xpresHinn along natural lines, directed bv 
good leadership which understands boy psychology. This will not 
super-impose upon the- boy an unnatural system but will guide his 
self-expression.

'this, however, is not a fair parallel because 
the church does not deliberately disguise itself and hide .Is consis­ 
tent membership behind masks. 
The above constitutes one reason why 
such 
organizations 
ought not to be countenanced. 
Masked good gives an opportunity 
for masked evil to hide behind the good. 
Rut this raises the ques­ 
tion whether or not tile calling into bch ag of such organisations is 
a good thing for society. It may be safely said that no organization 
should be allowed to take the law into ifs own hands. 
Once this 
is allowed, then the bars are down, and any group of men, whose 
purpose may be either enforcem ent of their moral code, or deliber­ 
ately revoluti mary, may hide them selves behind m asks and

'I he law of our land does not allow any group to impinge its 
will upon tile comm unity by force.

QUICK AND CERTAIN JUSTICE IN LONDON 


W ithout entering into the question of the justification for 
capital punishm ent, citizens of our disturbed social order will ap­ 
plaud the way in which tin' law officers of I london, Ragland, car­ 
ried out the i>enaity imposed upon two persons who w ere found 
guilty of causing the death of another. 
There were many sentim ental reasons why these two should 
have been saved from the gallows. The woman, reports state, was 
to'become a motlier, while the man was young and had become in- 
i a tasted with the woman whose husband he killed. 
A sentim ental 
appeal was made ta the English people and over a million signed 
a petition addressed to the Home Bee rotary asking that the young 
man be saved from death by hanging. 
These two had’been convicted under law, condemned under la a . 
sentenced under law, and the penalty was imposed under law. This 
i the crux of the whole matter. The law fixed the penalty and tin 
penalty was exacted* This is as it should be. 
And now a word as ito capital punishment. 
Minnesota v ill 
secure little good by fixing such a penalty until M innesotan* who 
serve on .juries convict crim inals and all citizens demand that. all 
by-paths be blocked by which the crim inal so often escapes frm? 
the road that leads directly t o the penalty. The important thing i 
net whether a criminal be hanged, electrocuted, drowned, Sawed 
asunder, or sent up for life, but that the penalty, whatever it i< 
be speedily and surely imposed.
